HABDL1KG MILK. 


Within tbe past ten years tbe methods of 


bundling milk havo essentially changed; 
indeed, they may be said to have been al- 
most entirely revolutionized. 
Tbe first 


great change came in what, is commonly 
known as the liardin method. ^Then came 
tbe Cpolcy mcthoJ, both of which recog- 
nized the fact that cream could be raised 
at a far lower. temperature, and in condi- 
tions quite different from \\hat had been 
commonly supposed to be necessary for 
this purpose- They opsrt the old notions 
in regard to the treatment of milk in the 
butter diary, and though they have not 
been universally adopted, they have cer- 
tainly shown us that we had something to 
learn in this old and important industry. 


Now comes the centrifugal method, 


which appears to have been first tried in 
Germany two or three Years ago, by which 
tin1 cream is separated completely from the 
milk in' ten, or at most fifteen minutes, 
leaving us comparatively independent ol 
temperature, and making it quite possible 
to make butter of the milk within one hour 
trom the time it leaves the udder. We 
know of but one attempt to apply this 
method in this country. Mr. Weeton has 
invented a process which is ntitv in tiee at 
the farm of Mr. Edward Burnett, of Sojith- 
boro'. and it is said to work well and to 
give highly satisfactory"results. By this 
process the milk is subjected to thirty-two 
hundred revolutions a minute.

Deep plowing, 


thorough harrowiuj^good fertilizing, eft- 
lyplantinR, plenty of seed, timely thinning 


out, careful hoeing and weeding.

these conditions a.good crop is certain. 


Mr.1 W. W. Harris of Cumberland, Me., 


President of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, save he has raised beets every year 
for live years. He first railed tbe genuine 


;ar beets io 1873 to tho extent of two 


acres. His foil is clay loam. In 1877 it was 
worn out grass lanJ, cutting only half a 
ton to tbe acre. That spring (187?i he 
ploughed it and put In turnips, using no 
manure except Siockbridge's special man- 
ure for turnips and got a fair crop. In the 
spring of 1878, underdraind the land and 
then ploughed it once nine Inches with 
Frye'a Xo. 3 steel plow. Then harrowed 
it thoroughly with Share's harrow; mark- 
ed out my rows thirty Inches apart and 
two inches, deep with a light horse boe; 
then strewed beet fertilizer in the drills at 
tbe rate of three bags (.600 pounds) lo the 
acre; then covered the fertilizer about one 
Inch deep, ran,a seed drill over tbe fertili- 
zer and nsed plenty of seed, late In May. 
The drill covered seed about one Inch deep. 
When the beets were about tbe size of a 
slate pencil he thinned them out, leaving 
only one beet to each eight. Inches In tbe 
rows. This thinning oot and first weeding 
was the only work he did by hand.

afterwards cnlUvated them with a hor« 
cultivator twice only. The crop was 22i 
tons per acre. The only manure used on 
the land for the past two years was tbe 
fltockbrWge fertilizer.
